Claim 1, examined as the invention described first (main invention), is 
disclosed in the prior art document (JP 2002-063091 A (Nippon Telegraph And 
Telephone Corp.), 28 February 2002, specification paragraphs 0027 and 0030). 

Claim 1 includes a notebook PC connected to the Internet, which is 
conventional and sufficiently well known to not need document citations. 

The above results indicate that claim 1 is not a special technical feature in 
the sense of the second sentence of PCT Rule 13.2 

Based on the above, the requirement of unity of invention was evaluated. 

The special technical feature of the main invention relates to generation 
of a packet for causing a partner image to execute an action by operating the 
screen. 

The special technical feature of invention 2 relates to causing a partner 
tenninal to execute imaging and return the acquired image.
